Cranes’ Retirement Picture Can - 
Not Be Considered Leisurely 


Ruth White 

Professor Roderic B. Crane, 
head of the Economics Depart- 
ment at Omaha University, will 
retire from his full-time teach- 
ing post on July 15, 1964. How- 
ever, the verbal picture he 
draws of retirement is hardly 
that of an aging gentleman 
who plans to spend his declin- 
ing years in leisure. 

A tall man who gives the 
impression of tremendous vital- 
ity, Professor Crane said of his 
plans for the future, “I hope 
to take up some of the business 
pursuits I gave up when I went 
into teaching and to continue to 
serve the community in ways 
where my experience can be 
useful.” a: 

Professor Crane is chairman 
‘of the board of the Bridges In- 
vestment Fund, Inc., and func- 
tions as a member of its in- 
vestment committee. 

He is vice president of the 
Nebraska Tax Research Coun- 
cil, is a past president of the 
Omaha-Lincoln Society of Fi- 
nancial Analysts, a member of 
the executive committee of. the 
Omaha Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and belongs to * the 
Omaha Rotary Club. 

: Impressive 

-The Professor’s activities at 
OU are impressive. He was as- 
sistant to President Milo Bail 
for 15 years. He is a member 
of the .Administrative Council 
and the Athletic Committee: He 


is chairman of the. University 


Curriculum Committee. 

In the fall of 1961, Professor 
Crane was appointed to fill the 
newly endowed Frederick W. 
Kayser Chair of Economics. at 


OU. Since this position empha- 
sizes the role of a teacher, his 
administrative activities at the 
University were ended. 

In connection with this ap- 
pointment, Professor Crane 
writes “An Invitation to Con- 
troversy”, a quarterly pamphlet 
covering current economic prob- 
lems. The pamphlet is sent to 
about 1,000 subscribers, includ- 
ing colleges, universities, and 
secondary schools. 

No Idea 

Until September 1936, Pro- 
fessor Crane says that he had 
no idea of becoming an educa- 
tor. However, the Dean of the 
University, knowing that Mr. 
Crane was qualifed to teach, 
asked him to take.a class. Mr. 
Crane replied that he had nev- 
er talked before more than two 
people at a time before and 
that he couldn’t. possibly give a 
50-minute lecture. 

. According to Professor Crane 
the Dean replied that this was 
an emergency situation, that 


-he was scraping the bottom of 


the barrel, and that he had to 
have someone. 

“J felt sorry for him and 
decided to teach purely as a 


personal favor,” said Professor . 


Crane. “I prepared three weeks 
for the first lecture and. was a 
nervous wreck until it was 
over. Then I came home and 
told my wife that I had found 
my real vocation — teaching; 
that nothing I had ever done 
compared with it.” 3 
“The University apparently 


found my efforts satisfactory, © 
for at the end of the year I. 


was asked to teach full-time. 
So, I gradually withdrew from 


my business activities and con- 
céntrated on catching up with 


the subject matter in my. 
fields.” 
Would Stay 

Professor Crane says that 
even if he had been free to 
leave Omaha, he would have 
stayed at the University 
because: 

—I like an institution of 


this size. It isn’t too big and 
impersonal. It isn’t just a mass 
production brain factory. 

—I like the type of student 
body that we have. Many stu- 
dents have to work to provide 
part or all of their tuition. 
They are serious and apprecia- 
tive students, 

~—Our faculty is outstand- 
ing. It is a pleasure to be as 
sociated with such an able and 
dedicated group of men. 

—OU, because of its munic- 
ipal status, gives primary em- 
phasis to teaching rather than 
to research. Research is very 
important, but that is not 
where my primary interest lies. 

Two Classes 

Professor Crane will teach 
two classes in Money and Bank-~ 
ing next fall. 

“T have enjoyed the stimulus 
of the classroom so long that it 
has become a habit which will 
take a little time to break. I 
am happy that my connection 
with the University does not 
have to be severed abruptly as 


is usually the case.for those 


who retire from corporate po- 
sitions,” observed Professor 
Crane. ;

Later 
he was accepted as a’ friend 
and through his efforts other 
Americans have: been accepted 


in Latin America. 

He feels that. it is important 
for Americans to realize that 
Latin Americans have their own 
culture and their own way of 
doing things. Like most people, 
they are reluctant to change. 

For example, he pointed out 
that when one conducts a. busi- 
ness transaction it is not in the 
brisk official and impersonal 
American. manner. Before any 
business is transacted it is cus- - 


- tomary to discuss weather, fam- 


ily, politics and anything imag- 
inable until after several days 
the business can be transacted 
on a very friendly-basis. 

Dr. Vatro Murvar of the So- 
ciology department expressed 
his gratitude and enjoyment of 
Professor Spagunolo’s speech.
